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GEORGE B. BORN. 

George Henry Horn was born in Phila- 
delphia, April 7, 1840, and died at Bees- 
ley's Point, K J., November 24, 1897. He 
was stricken with apoplexy in December, 
1896, resulting in hemiplegia, and thereafter 
passed most of the time, until his death, at 
or near the seashore. 

Dr. Horn received his preliminary edu- 
cation in the Jefferson Boys' Grammar 
School, and from this entered the Central 
High School of Philadelphia, July, 1853. 
He graduated February 11, 1858, with the 
degree of Bachelor of Arts, and received 
his Master's degree from the same institu- 
tion in July, 1863. He entered the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania as a medical student 
soon after receiving his first degree from 
the High School, and received the degree of 
M. D. in 1861, his graduating thesis being 
on ' Sprains.' 

The patriotic young physician enlisted in 
the IT. S. Army in 1863 and received a 
commission as Assistant Surgeon, March 
1st, of that year. He was first attached to 
the Second California Cavalry, Department 
of Pacific, until July 14th of the following 
year, then commissioned as Surgeon to the 
First California Infantry Volunteers, re- 
taining this position until the term of ser- 
vice of this regiment expired, December 3, 
1864. He was again mustered into service 
May 22, 1865, as Assistant Surgeon of his 
old regiment, the Second California Cavalry,
